The one big feature in the pro- 
@ram of the current session of the 
North Georgia conference for Thurs- 
day is the fact that the entire day 
will be devoted exclusively to the 
consideration of the great centenary 
program, three conference sessions 
io be held for that specific purpose. 
Preparatory for the great occasion 
eeveral expert workers have come 
to the conference from Nashville, 
Tenn., and far-away China, and they 
will today present to the Georgia 
people of this section the stupendous 
undertaking of raising $7,000,000 a 
Year for the next five years to be 
devoted exclusively to church ex- 
tension, missionary and war wok in 
the stricken lands of Belgium, 
Trance, Italy and Russia. 

Leading Southern Workers, 

Among the special workers who 
will participate in the three ses- 
sions of today are Rev. E. H. Rawl- 
ings, D. D., of Virginia, who will give 
a general historical statement of 
the centenary program and its re- 
lation to world reconstruction dur- 
ing the coming years: Rev. J. J. 
Stowe, of Alabama, secretary and 
treasurer of the centenary fund, who 
will speak of stewardship; Miss 
Belle Bennett, of Kansas, president 
of the women’s council in mission 
work, who will speak of woman’s 
part in the campaign; Rev. E. B. 
Chappell, D. D., of Nashville, editor 
of Sunday school literature, who will 
emphasize the Sunday schools’ part; 
Rev. Hendley, of China, who has 
spent thirty years on the foreign 
field will present the needs and op- 
portunities there today. Bishop Can- 
dler will also address the conference 
concerning the enterprise. 

This team of speakers comprises 
some of the leading workers in the 
entire Southern Methodist Church. 
and it is a rare opportunity for the 
conference members and Atlanta 
people to hear So many notables in 
one day. 

The Centenary Idea. 

The centenary idea is a mighty 
challenge to Methodism, and pres- 
ent indications are that the great 
hosts of American .Methodists will 
not only raise the. amount. agreed 
upon, $115,000,000, but. will actually 
exceed it. The idea back. of the 
movement is to give a concrete cel- 
ebration of the first one hundred 
years of Methodist missionary activ- 
ity by inaugurating a program of 
spiritual strategy and, preparedness, 
Of the great sum desired to be raised 
the southern branch. of American 
Methodists have agreed to raise.the 
sum of $35,000,000, which sum is to 
be prorated as follows: Home mis- 
sions, $2,850,000; annual conference 
missions, $2,500,000; board of church 
extension, $2,140,000; foreign mis- 
sions general work, $7,870,000; for- 
eign missions, woman’s work, 33,- 
000,000; present income per year for 
missions, $10,000,000. 

The Southern Methodist church 
already has mission workers in Af- 
rica, Brazil, China, Cuba, - Japan, 
Kqrea and Mexico. In carrying out 
the centenary program it is pro- 
posed not only to greatly strengthen 
the present work, but also to en- 
large it. 

The centenary movement among 
“lethodists <~s approved vy the re- 
cent ~-~ conference, and request 
was made that the various annual 
conferences this fall would set aside 
a special day for the consideration 
of it. Up to this date some twenty 
confer-nees have .«..aen action in the 
matter, and reports coming from 
them are to the effect that the idea 
is being received everywhere with 
enthusiasm. 

Conference Quota. 

A de’ 2 quota ..as been assigned 
each conference. Of the conferences 
so taking action, one third of them 
have not only agreed to raise their 
quota, .< wave determined to exceed 
it, while every other conference has 
accepted its quota with enthusiasm. 
No little interest is being taken 
throughout the Southern Methodist 
connection as to just what the North 
georgia conference will do in the 
matter, since this conference is the 
largest one in the connection. The 
action of this body will have great 
influence throughout the connection. 

The last centenary session of the 
eonference for today will be tonight 
at Wesley Memorial church, when 
Dr. Rawlings will give a stereopti- 
con lecture and show pictures taken 
in Japan, “ ina, Cuba, Africa and 
other foreign lands. <A wholesale 
invitation has been sent out to all 
citizens of Atlanta to attend the spe- 
cial sessions of today and tonight. 

Opening ‘session. 


The opening session of the North 
Georgia conference Wednesday 
morning was crowded with impor- 
tant business. Bishop Candler, as 
pres ?ent, dispatched business with 
skill and rapidity. Important fea- 
tures of the initial session pertained 
to reports of the presiding elders of 
the year’s work in their districts, the

i, Casualties 
For World War 


'NotOver 100,000 


That Is Official Estmmnate 
and Includes Killed in 
Action, Wounded, Died 
of Wounds, Disease and 
Accidents, and Missing. 


Washington, November 13.—Offi- 
cials here estimate that the total 
casualties of the American expedi- 
tionary forces in the war will not 
exceed 400,000, including the men 
killed in action, wounded, died of 
wounds, disease and accidents, and 
the missing who never will be ac- 
counted for. Some of those who 
have been missing probably will be 
accounted for when the prisoners 
are returned from Germany. 

It was said today that it probably 
will be several weeks before the 
record of casualties can be complet- 
ed. It is regarded as almost cer- 
tain that many of the casualties in 
the recent heavy fighting by the 
first and second American armies 
have not yet been reported. Lists 
also must be compiled of unreport- 
ed American casualties in British 
and French hospitals especially from

among the United States forces bri- 
gaded with allied units. Deaths 
from wounds also probably will be 
reported for some time, while lists 
of slightly wounded being sent by 
couriers may be delayed. 

The daily lists for several days 
have consisted of approximately 
1,100 names daily. Secretary Baker 
has indicated that a considerable 
number of reported casualties re- 
main to be given out, but that these 
will be released as rapidly as news- 
papers can handle them. 

An unofficial tabulation of pub- 
lished casualty lists, including those 
of November 12, shows a grand to- 
tal of 71,390 men. Careful esti- 
mates made today, based on knowl- 
edge of the battle conditions faced 
by thé First and Second armies in 
the days immediately preceding ces- 
sation of hostilities and on the av- 
erage lists heretufore lead officers 
to believe that all unpublished and 
Unreported casualties will not ex- 
ceed thirty thousand. 

Estimates based on revised rec- 
ords fix the total marine casualties 
in France at less than 5,000. 


Beaten Germans 
‘Slowly Moving 


\F or Fatherland

Retreat Is General on the 


Whole Front Before the 
Americans — Americans 
Have Not Advanced 
Since Armistice. 


With the American Armies on the 
Meuse and Moselle, November 13.— 
Germany’s army was moving slowly 
along its whole front toward the 
rear today. 

The American force remain exact- 
ly where they were when the armi- 
stice went into effect. 

So far as known at the American 
army headquarters, no disposition 
thas been displayed to block at any 
point’ that part of the agreement 
providing forthe withdrawal of the 
German troops. It is realized that 
the reversing of the gears of the 
great broken German machine will 
not be simple. 

There would bave been no surprise 
among the American officers had 
the German front remained almost 
unchanged, but already there ap- 
pears to have been left immediately 
in front of the Americans little more 
than a fringe of soldiers. In some 
places even that line has been with- 
drawn so far that the army men on 
this side do not know its location. 

The Germans reluctantly abandon- 
ed their efforts to continue fra- 
ternization where the lines. still 
were in proximity, but threats to 
hold as prisoners any one approacn- 
in the American lines, practically 
stopped their visits. 

Ber’ * the American line the ac- 
tivity of the supply trains continued 
today, and the troops mobilized at 
the front settled down to routine 
duty. There was an increasing 
number of leaves of absence, how- 
ever, and the towns im the rear 
where troops are stationed ‘were 
gayer than at any time since the be- 
ginning of the war. 

The hours since the cessation of 
hostilities have wrought a wonder- 
ful change on the front. Silence 
has replaced the roar of cannon and 


the rattle of machine guns. Ambu- 
lances are parked along the roads 
instead of bowling along on errands 
of mercy. 

The marching columns of the 
troops going into battle have been 
replaced by laughing groups of 
American and French soldiers re- 
joicing over the success of the great 
efforts. Every one seems to take it 
for granted that the war cannot 
start going again. 


Only one thing goes on as it did 
before—the work of the German 
prisoners. By thousands they are 
repairing the damage the German 
guns and mines have doneto the 
roads of France. 

The celebration over the signing 
of the armistice in the towns in this 
part of France continue with una- 
bated joy. From somewhere the 
inhabitants have dug upthe street 
lights, dark for four years and, with 
the dust wiped off, the lights blaze 
again in every hamlet.

Washington, November 13.—Specu- 
lative short selling in cotton on the 
New York and New Orleans ex- 
changes has been prohibited by the 
cotton distribution committee of the 
war industries board. : 

Charles J. Brand, chairman of the 
committee, announced the action to- 
day, saving it had been taken be- 
cause of undue short selling yester- 


day, which caused the market to 
fall two cents. 
Cotton Stocks Depleted. 

Mr. Brand added that short selling 
at this time is of doubtful wisdom, 
as the country is in the midst of 
marketing cotton, and conditions do 
not warrant short selling as cotton 
stocks throughout the world are de- 
pleted, and the demand for the prod- 
uct is bound to be great. 

Speculative interests, Mr. Brand 
said, are taking advantage of the 
situation due to the sudden collapse 
of the war. 

The text of Chairman Brand's tel- 
egram is as follows:

If Atlanta and Fulton 
County Complete Allot- 
ment at Once, State May 
Lead Country in Going 
‘Over Top” — Need Is 
Greater on Account of 
Armistice’ 


While no announcement was made 
as to total subscriptions to date 
by officials of the big United War 
Work drive last night, it was clear- 
ly indicated that Atlanta and Fulton 
county are way behind on. their 
quotas. 

The amount to be raised is still 
approximately one hundred thou- 
sand dollars shy of the $450,000 min- 
imum. Wednesday at noon. the 
statement was made that, including 
every pledge card turned in, the 
subscriptions came to $315,000. This, 
however, is without allowing any 
deductions for duplications, and it 
is probable that when the final 
checking up is completed a number 
of these subscriptions will be found 
to have been included in the total 
two or more times. 

Appeals were made last night at 
the different theaters and also at 
the concert of the Paris Symphony 
Orchestra at the Auditorium. At 
the latter place Eugene R. Black 
made a powerful appeal for support 
for the campaign. 

Pledges Collected. 

He drew a stirring picture of the 
close affection between France and 
America and pointed out how, now 
that Alsace and lTborraine were once 
again to be restored to their mother 
country, it rendered the more neces- 
sary the support of the home folks 
to the two million and a half Amer- 
ican boys who had helped to achieve 
this glorious victory. 

Pledge cards were then collected 
from the audience, but, as stated 
above, no figures were given out 
by the officials in charge of the 
campaign, 

W. R. C. Smith, chairman for the 
local campaign, stated on Wednes- 
day that the somewhat disappoint- 
ing results to date were largely at- 


, tributable to two or three causes. 


“In the first place,” he said, 
“many people seem to be forgetting 
that this is a ‘united’ driva We are 
now collecting the funds for seven 
organizations instead of one, and 
this money will have to support the 
seven for a period of twelve months 
—twelve months of strenuous, ex- 
pensive work during the reconstruc- 
tion period, the hardest of all. 

Subscriptions Small. 

“Many subscriptions have been 
turned in,” he ~- continued, “from 
people who in previous campaigns 
gave more than they are now giving 
to seven to one organization. For 
instance, yesterday one man sent in 
a pledge card for $500 who in the 
previous Y. M. C. A. campaign gave 
$1,500 to that one organization 
alone.” 

Another contributing factor to 
the slowness in reaching the quota, 
Mr. Smith pointed out, lay in the 
disruption which has possessed the 
city ever since the announcement of 
the signing of the armistice in Mon- 
day morning’s paper. The entire 
city has been on a celebration that 
has made it extremely hard for the 
campaign workers to find the peo- 
ple at home or their places of busi- 
nese, 

“If, for this reason,” said Mr. 
Smith, “any man or woman has al- 
ready decided what is the extreme 
limit of his ability to give, don’t 
wait any longer for a worker to 
¢ome and get the subscription. If

York and New Orleans cotton ex- 
changes and the members of these 
exchanges are hereby notified that 
all further speculative short sales 
are prehibited. Hedge sales may 
be made on condition that an affi- 
davit from the seller will follow 
that the sale is a bonafide hedge 
sale against’the purchase of cotton. 
No selling orders from foreign 
countries except in liquidation of 
long contracts are to be executed.” 
Reasons for Prohibition. 

Mr. Brand also issued the follow- 
ing formal statement outlining rea- 
sons for the prohibition: 

“The. signing of the armistice 
brings us suddenly to the threshold 
of the reconstruction era, Pending 
developments are of the utmost Im- 
portance to the entire cotton worid. 

“The consequences of unfounded 
rumors that tend to promote vicious 
speculative activity and cause un- 
justified demoralization must be 
avoided as far as possible. In or- 
der that harmful violent price fluc- 
tuations may be checked the com- 
mittee on cotton distribution has 
ordered all speculative short selling 
on the New York and New Orleans 
cotton exchangés stopped, and, to 
make this order thoroughly effec- 
tive, has required that no selling 
orders except in liquidation of long 
contracts be executed from any for- 
eign country. 

“The stoppage of sinkings by 
U-boats, the monthly increase in 
new ship tonnage and the releasing 
of ships now engaged in supplying 
the fleets of the allies, together with 
the freeing of space previously used 
in sending munitions to Europe, will 
mean a large increase in available 
tonnage for cotton exports. 

“The world’s requirements of cot- 
ton to meet its increasing demands 
for clothing will henceforth be on 
a continuously ascending’ scale. 
Based on reports to this committee 
from the various foreign countries, 
we estimate their requirements and 


either bring or send your filled-in 
pledge to the headquarters on the 
first floor of the Healey building 
and let the committee know as soon 
as possible that Atlanta has com- 
pleted her quota.” 

Patrols Out Again. 

On Thursday, the patrol organi- 
zations which, last week, covered 
the entire city in preparation for 
the work of the canvassing armies 
this week are asked to go over their 
territory once more and endeavor 
to increase the subscriptions which 
they secured pledges for last week. 

In many of the business houses 
and manufacturing plants, the 
workers have not given to the ecx- 
tent to which they could if they 
more fully understood the impera- 
tive need of filling this call. 

It was pointed out by workers 
that people on salaries or wage- 
earners are expected to give an 
amount equal to their earnings for 
one day per month for a period of 
six months. Many plants have fal- 
len far short of this total among 
their employees and the patrols, 
which go out again Thursday, will 
endeavor to persuade these estab- 
lishments to increase their subscrip- 
tions as close as possible to the full 
amount. 

“T am not discouraged,” said Mr. 
Smith, in conclusion. “I simply feel 
that the people will come up to the 
mark with their usual rush when 
they realize the situation. Atlanta 
has practically but two more days 
of work in this campaign and the 
quota is only about two-thirds sub- 
scribed. 

To Put Georgia First. 

“Furthermore, there is a good 
chance’ for Georgia to secure the 
proud record of being the first state 
in- the union to complete her quota. 
This, however, depends to a great 
extent on what Fulton county and 
Atlanta does during the next twen- 
tvy-four hours. It is the splendid 
work of seventy-five counties which

to speak for the schools of that 
ward. 

It later developed that many of 
the delegates appointed to repre- 
sent the several school communities 
of the ward did not even live in the 
school district they were appointed 
to represent. 

Now the patrons of the school are 
taking the matter in hand them- 
selves as is shown by the following 
call for a meeting to be held next 
Friday evening at 8 o’clock in the 
auditorium of the English Avenue 
school. The call issued by the 
patrons of the school, and every 
resident of the ward having a child 
in that school is earnestly requested 
to be present. 

The call is as follows: 

Einglish Avenue Meeting. 

“To the Patrons of the English 
Avenue School: You are hereby re- 
quested to attend a meeting to he 
held at the English Avenue school, 
in the fifth ward, Friday evening, 
November 15, at 8S o’clock. At this 
meeting the matter of the represen- 
tation of our school board district 
will be discussed and such action 
will be taken as the situation jus- 
tifies. 

“We are particularly anxious to 
have a representative gathering of 
the patrons of the school. We want 
the methers and the fathers of the 
children of our school to be pres- 
ent to discuss the vital needs, not 
only of this school, but of the entire 
public school system of the city.”

Upon reference to the school map 
in the superintendent's office, it 
became evident that Mr. Maddox 
lives nearer both Knglish Avente 
and Home Park schools than he does 
State Street. There are not now] 
as formerly any set lines which de- 
scribe the district of any particu- 
lar school, but citizens are consid- 
ered patrons of the school which is 
nearest their home. Mr. Maddox has 
no children, for which reason those 
who are his supporters say that he 
has the right to choose any school 
in the ward which he wishes to rep- 
resent. At any rate, the mothers 
and fathers of State Street school 
Will have the opportunity of ex- 
pressing their individual opinions on 
this point Ilriday afternoon. 

General Convention Plans, 

Plans for the general convention 
of school delegates are progressing 
satisfactorily. The arrangements 
committee met Wednesday after- 
noon, but adjourned without a defi- 
nite decision as to where the meet- 
ing would be held, since it un- 
certain What halls will be available 
on the date set, November 21.

The accusation that the women of 
Atlanta are not asinterested as they 
might be in the conduct of the pub- 
lic schools proved untrue Wednes- 
day morning when, at a meeting of 
the executive board of the Atlanta 
Federation of Women's Clubs, reso- 
lutions dealing explicitly with he 
school situation were unanimously 
adopted andaplan put in effect to 
carry them out. The idea embodied 
in the resolutions was the necessity 
and duty of every loval citizen to 
support the public sehool system 
which is now to be given a practical 
test, regardless of past political 
preferences. 

The resolutions pledge the 25,0000 
women making up the federatidn to 
work for school betterment and to 
use their best efforts to bring to the 
greatest possible perfection our pub- 
lic school system. A large number 
of women, representing the various 
women’s organizations of the city, 
were present and expressed their in- 
tention to take an active interest in 
the furthering of schoo] interests. 

Resolutions Adopted.

Amsterdam. November 1°.-— The 
independent social democrats in the 
new government have demanded the 
arrest of Admiral von Tirpitz, for- 
mer minister of the navy; Major 
General Keim. president of the Ger- 
man army league; Dr. Wolfgang 
Kapp, president of the fatherland

London, November 13.—A note of 
deep anxiety lest the situation in 
Germany degenerate into Bolshe- 
vVism is struck by all the edito- 
rials in the London newspapers to- 
day. The continued absence of in- 
formation, which wouid tend to 
throw further light on the frag- 
mentary one-sided knowledge of the 
actual social and administrative sit- 
uation in Germany, prevents the 
formation of absolutely conclusive 
views here. 

President Wilson’s “timely 
sel” is hailed with unanimous edi- 
torial approval, and his warning | 
that hunger leads to madness is 
quoted as touching a Vital chord. 
It is admitted by newspapers of all 
shades of political opinion that Ger- 
many must be fed, if only as a busi- 
ness proposition, inasmuch as if she 
starved to death she could not pay 
what she owes. 

The Times, remarking that the 
combination of hunger and revolu- 
tion is highly perilous, says common 
humanity and common sense alike 
compel the feeding of Germany, and 
that the arrival of Herbert C. 
Hoover, the American food adminis- 
trator, will facilitate the work. 

The Daily News, commending 
President Wilson's “sane humanity,” 
says the deliberate starving of Ger- 
many would be nothing but a stupid 
crime and stamp the brand of hy- 
pocrisy on all the allied professions, 

The Daily Express says a starving 
nation would be a Bolshevik nation 
and that a Bolshevik Germany

The appeal of Foreign Minister 
Solf, while it regarded in some 
quarters as merely confirmatory of 
the genuineness of the distress, is 
Viewed elsewhere with suspicion.

Washington, November 15.—Switz-

10 STUDY FOCD RULES 


Simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement of the new order affect- 
ing the distribution of food, a meet- 
ing was called by Dr. A. M. Soule, 
administrator, for the Georgia food 
administration to be held in Atlan- 
ta on Tuesday, November 19%, for the 
purpose of enterpreting and eluci- 
dating the new orders so that the 
people of the state may be inform- 
ed of the radical changes in the 
food policies, which are to be put 
in force during the new era the 
nation is entering. 

Among those who are urged to at- 
tend are the governor of Georgia, 
all county food administrators, all 
statehouse officers, officers of the 
Farmers’ union, the president and 
secretaries of the civic bodies of ev- 
ery city in the state and all lead- 
ers in Georgia's agricultural and 
business activities. 

Reports from the national confer- 
ence state that there will be no re- 
duction in the present stabilized 
price for cotton seed fixed at $68 
per ton for wagon lots and $71 per 
ton for car lots, in Georgia, and the 
rest of the fourth zone, despite the 
fact that this has heen the case in 
other zones through the sharp de- 
cline in the price of fiber and hulls. 


Text of Order. 


The text of the order is as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘As a result of the signing of terms of 
armistice, certain of the rules and regula- 
tions of the food administration will be re- 
lieved and removed as rapidly as is fonnd to 
be possible and consistent with conditions. 
This is without reference, however, to any 
rules or regulations pertaining to profiteer- 
ing or hoarding. These will be maintained 
and strictly enforced. In view of the fact 
that the virtual termination of the war 
means the patriotism of the people is not 
longer to be appealed to solely on a war 
basis, the regulutions will be more rigidly 
supervised by the enforcement division of 
ths federal food administration for Georgia. 
It is the policy of the administration, how- 
ever, to relax and do away with regulations 
upplying to and directly affecting the in- 
dividnal consumer as fast as that can be 
properly done. 

“In view of the present conditions, it is

“Ordered that, effective Wednesday, No- 
vember 13, all rules and regulations in ref- 
erence to the use and sale of substitutes in 
connection with the distribution and con- 
sumption of wheat flour be and the same 
are abolished.

RAIL COMMISSION

The state railroad commission on 
Wednesday called on the Georgia 
Railway and Power company for 
an explanation of the company’s 
failure to restore the curtailed 
Street car service on Tuesday, as 
the commission had ordered.

BY DEFENSE COUNCIL 


At Meeting in Washington 
Peace Problems on Build- 
ing Are Discussed. 


At a meeting held in Washington 
city Monday, November 11, of the 
Council of National Defense and rep- 
resentatives of the state councils of 
defensethe Georgia Council of De- 
fense, was representaed by tne

All of the rules, regulations, re- 
etrictions and directions embodied 
in orders and circulars issued by the 
priority division of the war indus- 
tries board are continued in effect 
subject to the following modifica- 
tions: 

Section 1. Section 5, of revised 
circular No. 21, issued by this divi- 
sion as of date October 15, 1818, 
dealing with non-war construction, 
is hereby amended so as hereafter 
to read as follows: “Section 5, Con- 
struction projects not requiring per- 
mits or license from non-wer con- 
struction section. Construction 
projects falling within the following 
classifications are hereby approved, 
and no permits or licenses will be 
required, therefore, from the non- 
war construction section. 

1. Construction projects approved 
in writing by the facilities division 
of the war industries board. 

2. All farm and ranch buildings, 
structures and improvements. 

3. All buildings, structures, road- 
ways, plant facilities, or other con- 
struction projects of every nature 
whatsoever, undertaken by the Unit- 
ed States railroad administration, or 
by any rail or water transportation 
company, organization or utility 
(whether or not under the direction 
of such administration) or by the 
American Railway Express company, 
or by the owner or operator of any 
telegraph or telephone line. 

4. The construction, meintenancee, 

improvement or development, by 
federal, state or municipal authori- 
ties, of highways, roads, boulevards, 
bridges, streets, parks and play- 
grounds. 
o. The construction, extension, im- 
provement, maintenance or repair of 
any public utility, including water 
supply systems, sewer systems, light 
and power facilities, and street and 
interurban railways.

Pounds, Says Postmaster' 


Christmas or holiday packages for 
members of the armies of the allies 
or individuals in the Red Cross and 
Similar organizations serving with 
those armies can be sent up to and 
including November 20 without the 
need for an individual or special 
license, according to a ruling an- 
nounced by Postmaster Bolline H. 
Jones Wednesday, when the send- 
ers make statements that the arti- 
cles to be transmitted are not the 
nature of a commercial transaction, 
but are articles sent-as gifts be- 
cause of the holiday season. 

Packages described above may he 
accepted up to the limit of eleven 
pounds when fully prepaid at the 
international parcel post rate of i2 
cents a pound or fraction 
pound, 

Kach package must be fully and 
completely addressed, bear the name 
and address of the sender, and, in 
addition, the words, “Christmas 
Package” or “Holiday Package.” 

In Alaska, Hawaii and Porto Rico, 
Christmas packages may be accept- 
ed up to and including December 1, 
1918. 

This notice is not applicable to 
parcels for members of the Ameri- 
can expeditionary forces or individe-

THE RUTHLESSNESS

Passing northward through 
ruins of village after village, in 
which the same scenes attracted and 
then depressed with the gloom of 
a condition unparalleled perhaps in 
the history of wars, we moved on 
to the historic town of Varennes. 
Here Marie Antoinette was arrested 
after her escape from Paris; and 
also from the heights of the cathe- 
dral tower, the only wall left stand- 
ing in the once prosperous old town, 
the German crown prince personally 
witnessed only a few weeks ago his 
armies to the 
the hosts of driving Americans, as 
the latter pushed the ina 
stream of maddening retreat before 
them. The crown prince saw the 
inevitable, and personally evacuated 
Varennes only two days before the 
Americans drove the Huns from its 
occupation, 

liere were some of the most beau- 
tiful agricultural lands in northern 
France, built up to a high state of 
fertility and tilled with unusual 
skill, for the better class of peas- 
ants inhabited the refined and cul- 
tured town of Varennes; and here, 
as if by ruthless design, the Ger- 
mans had ploughed the ground by 
shellfire until it was a closely 
knitted net work of deep holes and 
shell-tossed mounds—a destruction 
that even time can scarcely remedy. 

And thus it is all over that terri- 
tory once occupied by the Germans. 
They swept it clean. They destroved 
every vestige of property: they 
emptied the wine cellers; they cut 
down the orchards; they tore up 
the sooil; they even stole the brick 
from the fallen walls and lined their 
own dugouts, and built walks 
around their camps and chimneys 
to their tents. They left no salvage 
—only the marks of their bloody 
| trail.

they are educated, intelligent, Eu- 
ropean, rather than Asiatic, and in 


the same order of ideas it is argued 
that the German people have Iong 
been citizens of the modern world, 
while the Russians have to the last 
lived in a world mediaeval in the 
extreme. Yet the truth is that in 
Russia the basis of revolution was 
hunger, aggravated by military de- 
feat, and that hunger is not only 
imminent, but conceivably existent 
in Germany. 

Moreover, whatever be the exist- 
ing condition, the rapid extension of 
strikes, the growing chaos as the 
old system breaks down make the 
progress of famine inevitable. 

In Russia, the first days of the 
revolution were marked by little se- 
rious fighting. The good nature of 
the crowds and the reasonableness 
of the mobs were themes of all ob- 
servers. The men immediately call- 
ed to the control of the government 
had already conducted Russian af- 
fairs in duma cabinets, they rep- 
resented liberal ideas, but they were 
not socialists or anarchists. Prince 
Lvov's ministry, in which Milukoff 
and many other men of distinction 
served, was not red. After Lvov, 
Kerensky still represented a meas- 
ure of moderation and in some fash- 
ion, sought to save the Russian al-

But to exclude 
both the Bourgeoisie and the con- 
servative elements in Germany, who 
still adhere to the older order of 
monarchical ideas, is to pass rapidly 
from the tyranny of an autocracy

Seething Mass of Anarchy.

Germany be not promptly 
changed, nothing seems-more cer- 
tain than that we shall at no dis- 
tant time find ourselves facing 
eastward over the Rhine upon a 
vast seething mass of anarchy, ex- 
tending from the Rhine to the Sibe- 
rian wastes and including within its 
limits the 300,000,000 people of Ger- 
many, Russia and Austria, for it is 
to Russia that Germany is now 
turning for her methods and ma- 
chinery, exactly as Russia, at the 
outset of her revolution borrowed 
her ideas from extreme German so- 
cialists. 

If the present movement in Ger- 
many continues, we shall find, also, 
that the hostility which swept over 
Russia after the revolution, the hos- 
tility for the western nations, the 
hatred of Britain and of America, 
as reactionary states, will appear in 
Germany. 

All contemporary signs point to 
the swift arrival in Germany of ex- 
actly the same sort of control which 
has plunged Russia into anarchy 
and ruin. German autocracy has 
failed in its effort to make over 
the world, but German socialism, 
which has already conquered Russia 
and Germany, and has invaded Aus- 
tria and Bulgaria, is not less hos- 
tile to the western form of democ- 
racy than was German autocracy. 

The thing Americans as a mass do 
not understand is that to the Ger- 
man and Russian socialists, the 


; American form of democracy seems 


more hideous than their own expir- 
ing autocracies. The men who now 
control the German and Russian 
revolutions are as hostile to the form 
of representative democracy under 
which we live as we should be to 
the Hohenzollern or Hapsburg rule, 
which was for them, but an inter- 
mediate state between slavery and 
complete liberation. 
New War of Ideas. 

A new war of ideas has begun be- 
tween the central European and the 
western nations. It may lead to a 
new war before the old war has 
finally been liquidated. It seems to 
be bound to lead to new horrors and 
fresh anarchy. It may preclude any 
settlement, such as the league of 
nations provided, because the Ger- 
mans and Russians of the revolu- 
tion may refuse to deal with na- 
tions which they regard as reac- 
tionary and capitalistic. To na- 
tional war international class war 
may now succeed, will now suc. 
ceed, if Germany and Russia can 
bring it about. 

All of which is sound reason for 
indulging in no immediate expecta- 
tions of a return to old conditions 


of peace and quiet. It took Europe}! 


more than twenty years to liqui- 
date the French revolution even 
temporarily, and the Russian revo- 
lution is still less than two years 
old and still spilling over adjoining 
nations.

New York, November 13.—The ag- 
gressive selling movement which 
started yesterday was checked today 
by orders from Washington that no 
further short sales for speculative 
account be permitted in the cotton 


market. A big opening break was 
followed by rallies in consequence, 
but the market weakened again later 
under renewed liquidation, and the 
close was barely steady at a net de- 
cline of 90 to 175 points. ; 

The opening was extremely active 
and excited owing to the execution 
of the selliing orders which had ac- 
cumulated after the maximum break 
of yesterday. It seemed also that 
vyesterday’s weakness had brought 
in agood many selling orders from 
the south, and all months made new 
low ground for the season, with first 
prices 100 to 189 points below last 
night’s closing figures. January sold 
at 25.50 and March at 25,25, but fresh 
selling was checked by the action of 
the committee on distribution, and 
as soon as the initial offerings had 
been absorbed the market rallied on 
covering. 

January sold up to 26.80 and March 
to 26.50, with active months gener- 
ally showing recoveries of about 125 
to 145 points from the lowest before 
the end of the morning. Except for 
the covering of shorts, however, 
there appeared to be little or no sup- 
port and the market weakened dur- 
ing the afternoon under renewed 
liquidation and southern selling. 

January closed at 25.50 and March 
at 22.25, or 125 to 130 points below 
the high level of the forenoon. 

Sentiment was extremely nervous 
and unsettled during the entire day, 
with traders uncertain as to whether 
the measures adopted by the com- 
mittee on distribution would effect- 
ively check the decline or revive con- 
fidence among southern spot. holders. 
Little or no attention was paid 
ordinary factors, but bearish senti- 
ment was encouraged by reports that 
private returms showed domestic 
mill consumption of only 441,000 
bales for October, against 584,496 
last year. 


WIDE FLUCTUATIONS 
IN NEW ORLEANS 

New Orleans, November 13.—The 
usual wide fluctuations were seen in 
cetton today, although trading was 
greatly restricted by the order from 
the war industries board prohibit- 
tng further short selling of contracts 
for speculative account. The order 
caused the greatest surprise, and 
called a halt to the bear operations 
that have been under way for some 
time. 

Although the telegram prohibiting 
short selling was received before the 
opening, prices were off 200 points 
on the most active months on the first 
call, and apparently the decline 
would have been wider but for the 
war rule limiting daily fluctuations 
to $10 a bale. After the first rush 
of selling shorts started to buy cov- 
ers, and quickly put prices up on 
themselves, finding almost no sell- 
ers. The 200-point rule had to be 
applied to to the upturn which fol- 
lowed. During the remainder of the 
session the market was dull and 
rather easy, under selling in moder- 
ate volume which appeared to be 
mainly from liquidating longs. Dur- 
ing good part of the session prices 
were at a net decline of about 30 to 
60 points., On the close the market 
weakened and last prices showed net 
losses of 125 to 200 points. 

Spots were marked down 100 
points, which reduced the quotations 
on middling to 29.38. The closing 
prices for December was 25.35.

PEACE AND ITS

STOCK DECLINES 


New York, November 13.—Peace 
and its attendant problems and un- 
certainties loomed larger on the 
financial horizon today, the stock 
market undergoing another period 
of liquidation which encompassed 
nearly all parts of active list. 

The decline was accelerated by 
further restriction of credits and 
the attitude ef conservative bank- 
ing interests who encouraged gen- 
eral curtailment of speculative ac- 
counts, despite the more hopeful 
views of leaders in the steel indus- 


try. 

Speculative favorites were at low- 
est prices in the later dealings, but 
rallied from fractions to 1% points 
on the support then accorded rails 
and shippings and the furthe 
strength of Mexican Petroleum. 

A few of the more popular 
trials approximated minimum quota- 
tions of the vear during the several 
reversals, but these also rallied on 
‘he relaxation of pressure at the end. 

United States Steel was again the 
pivotal feature, its extreme declins 
of 1% points to 97% being quickly 
followed, however, by a rally in 
which two-thirds of the loss was re- 
covered. 

Rails yielded 1 to 4% points at 
their worst, Canadian Pacific dis- 
playing actual weakness for a time, 
but in this division losses were half 
way repaired, Southern Pacific and 
Reading receiving support at reces- 
sions. 

Coppers were heavy, oils and mo- 
tors irregular and specialties, fertil- 
izers excepted, mainly lower. Bald- 
win Locomotive was again the only 
equipment to manifest consistent 
strength.
